REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The main reason for 
the allowance of claim 1 is that the prior art fails to disclose the locking device coupled to the 
steering arm for locking the steering arm in one selected position, the locking device preventing 
movement of the steering arm from one selected position by the deadman mechanism when the 
handle is released. The main reason for the allowance of claims 8 and 12 is that the prior art fails 
to disclose the steering arm brake coupled to the steering arm for preventing movement of the 
steering arm from a selected position due to the deadman mechanism so that the steering arm 
does not move substantially from the selected position when the steering arm brake is engaged 
and the handle is released. The main reason for the allowance of claim 19 is that the prior art 
fails to disclose the coast control mechanism coupled to the steering arm for overriding the 
deadman mechanism so that the steering arm does not move into the vertical braking arc when 
the handle is released and the actuator for manually activating the coast control mechanism. The 
main reason for the allowance of claim 23 is that the prior art fails to disclose the method 
including the step of selectively locking the steering arm into a desired position to prevent 
movement of the steering arm from a desired position by the deadman mechanism when the 
handle is released.
